Party is preparing to 
defend itself from any future attacks. It expects that the government will 
accuse it of plotting against the resime, and that the accusations vill be timed 
for the periods just prior to 21 May and prior to 18 September, which is Chilean 
Independence Day. 


a, The PCCh is planning to form a united politieal front nade up of Commmists and 
“ogialiste, exeluding other parties, These plans are being made on the basia of 
an anticipated disintegration of the coalition group, FRAS, which has already 
begun. The Party leaders analyze the political situation in this manner: the 
Radieal Denocrate will return to the Radical Party of the CEN; the Agrarian Labor 
Party will become neutral because of Fascist forees within it; and the National 
falange, encouraged by the divisions of the Conservative Party, will work for v-.cn 
with the Soeial-Christians of Crug Coke, Thus there will remain in the left 22 
omly the Socialists, who are divided at present. The POCh will work, theref 72. 
to undermine the influence of anti-Commmist Socialists, such as Raul. Ampue.0» in 
order to neutralize their objections to a Communist-Sseialist merger. On <he 
other hand they will support Socialist railway leader Humberto Soto and ocialist 
“seretary General Fugenio Gonzalez, 


~» Om the cell level, the Communist Party has been holdizg clandestine “litical neet- 
ines in order to test the efficiency of their intra-Party econtacte “or illegal work. 
"he local committees have set up chanaele of communications with treet and factory 
_aadls. The contacts chosen give the orders for reetinys and motsiization through 
the chiefs of the ¢ells so. that a meeting may be calle” in a r atively short time, 
This is considered good training for illegal operations, Ne political secretaries 
of the cells are being elected in order to eliminate anr suect members from the 
former group of officers. 


‘.o There will be no changes among the top level directors of ne rarty at the present 
time, sines Seerotary General. Ricardo Fonseca's physieians expeet him to die very 
soon, After Fonseca's death, it is expected that there v.11 bo a clarification of 
the situation existing among the directors of the Party, bub that there will be no 
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
